1. Thkt tha Society >hall be limited to three hundred aod 6fl.; momben. 

2. That the Soeiet; ihall eoniiit of membera being Eubacri ben of one poond annual!;, inch iiibscri|i- 
tion to be paid in advance, on or before the da; of general meeting in each jear. The firat general meeting 
to b« bald on the 23rd da; of March, 1843, and the general meeting in each ;eBr af terwardi on the litdk; 
of March, unleie it should fall on a Siinda;, vbcn (onie other da; is to be named by the Council. 

3. That the afiairs of the Socioly be conducted by a Council, coueiiting of a permanent Preiident and 
Viee-Preeident, and twelve other memben, including a Treasurer and Secrotary, all of whom iball be 
elected, the fint two at the general meeting next after a vacancy ahall occur, and the twelve other 
memben at the general meeting annually. 

4. That the accounts of the receipts and expenditure of the Society he audited annually, by three 
auditors, to be elected at the gotiersl meeting; and that any member who shall be one year in 
his subscription, shall no longer be considci'ed as belonging to the Society. 

5. TbaC evary memWr nut in arrear of his annual subscription, be entitled to • cop; of each of the 
work* published by the Society.

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Among tbe poetical miscellanies wbich were so numerous during the reign 
of Elizabeth, one of the rarest, nnd ot the same time most valuable and 
ioterestiug in the nature of its contents, perhaps inferior only to En^ttcTt 
Helicon in the beauty of its lyrical poems, is the P/ueaix Ne*t. And 
altbough among the seventy-nine poems of which this 
many of them are to bo met n-ith in other works of their respective writers, 

1 of these pieces are to be found only in this valuable collet 
The principal contributors to this roost rare miscellany, whose names are 
I George Pecle (one), Thomas Lodge (mtcen), Nicholas 
ton (four), Edward Vere Earl of Oifocd (one). Sir William Harbert 
(one), Wilham Smith (one), Tliomos Watson (three), and without initials, 
Mattbcw Roydon (one), and Sir Walter Raleigh (one). Besides these there 
are also fifty pieces in prose and verse, which are strictly anonymous, si 
of which, however, it would not |«ihajie be difficult to appropriate to t 
rightful owners. For instance, the 6rst jioem in the collec 
Matthew Roydon. as we learn from Naah"s Epistle before Gre 
Menaphon, 1589, 4to; and the second (according to Mr. Heber) is by 
Sir Walter Raleigh, but is not included in any edition of his works. The 
first poem, on p. 69, printed in England's Helicon under the title of " The

..._ Various hove been the conjectures respecting the editor of the PAeenix 
.'Sett, who is designated by the initials R. S. By Coxeler the work was 
'-.ittributed to Richard Stonjhurst, the tmnstntor of a portion of Virgil ; by 
' Warton, with more probability, to Richard Slapylton ; nnd by Waldron, to 
Robert Southwell the Jesuit. The first, although reputed a good classical 
scholar, bad scarcely sufficient taste for so refined and clegaut a work. The 
severity of style, and the utter abstinence from amatory or satirical subjects 
in the poems of Father Southwell, whoso efFosions were entirely of a 
religious cast, forbid our ascribing the volume to this writer. Of the three 
persons named, we are more disposed to assign the editorship to Richard 
Stapylton, who occasionally wrote verses himself; but these claims after all 
arc only conjectural, and without any proper foundation, and the editor 
must, we fear, still remain unknown. He was no doubt personally assisted 
hy many of the contributors to the volume, and wo must gratefully acknow- 
ledge the justness and elegance of his taste in the selection of the pleasing 
specimens which he has colIecCed together in this miscellany. Less bright 
and sparkling than the poems in EnglantTs Helicon, the compositions in this 
volume are infinitely superior to the former collections of Edwards, Proctor, 
or Robinson, and contain some of the most beautiful productions of Lodge, 
Breton, and others. And although it has henn reprinted, a slight specimen 
or two of a work so rare and so interesting may not be unaccaptahle to the 
readers of our early English poetry. The first is an extract from "An 
Elcgic, or friends passion for his Astropbill. Written upon the death of the 
right Honorable Sir Philip Sidney, knight, Lord gouernor of Flushing."

poem to G. Elliott, but wbetber ou any authority or not, we are ignorant. 
From the form of the typ«, it is evident thnt this poem was printed on the 
Continent ; nnd being in all probability vvritlen by some Roman Catholic 
priest, studying abroad, in the English College at Douay or 8t. Otaei's, it is 
moat likely to have been printed at one of those places, probably at the 
former. The title is succeeded by " The Argument of the Poem from 
approved authors," on two pages, containing an account of the life of Mary, 
the ^giptinn, from various Roman Catholic writers, which is afterwards 
versified and expanded in the poem. It is written witb considerable power 
and force of expression, utid some of the images and descriptions are highly 
poetical ; and independently of the work being somewhat scarce, it possesses 
considerable literary merit. We quote the following, as a specimen, from 
p. 33:

Anth. Wood calls this John Sflvilc " a great pretender to poetry in the 
beginning of the reign of James I,, and patronized in hb studies by his 
kinsman (a young spark) CBlicd George Savile, the son of Sir George 
Savile, kniglit; which John wrote, amongst other things. King Jamet hit 
entertainment at Theobaidi." He is not, however, to bo confounded with 
Sir John Savile, the eminent lawyer, who ivaa one of the Barons of the 
Exchequer, knighted by King James I. in 1S03, and who died in 1G06. 

This small poetical tract of eleven leaves hy John Savile, "the pretender 
to poetry," has a metrical dedication of twelve lines "To the right worship- 
full master George Savile, sonnc and hcirc to Sir George Savile, knight, his 
most approued kinde patron," Then follows a prose account of King Jame* 
hit enfeiiainment at Theobaldt, the scat of Sir Robert Cecil, aftcrn'ards Earl 
of Salisbury, on the 9ril of May IQ03, where his majesty and re^nue were 
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entertained for four days, on the way from Scotland to London, the festivities 
of which exceeded anythiog of the kind hitherto known. This occupies 
four leaves, ond the tract eoda with the '' Salutatorio Poeme to tlio Majestie 
of King James," five leaves more. The author, as a jireteiidcr to poetty 
iiimself, could not avoid noticing the poetical pretensions of the learned and 
pedantic monarch, and thus alludes to his puhlished volume of poesy ;

This little btnrk lellct treatise is directed against certain errors and cor- 
ruptions of the Church of Rome, and we can easily imagine that small 
works in verse, like the present, written in a plain and simple style, and 
adapted to the comprehension of all, must have produced considerable effect, 
at the time of the Reformation, an the minds of the people, and have strongly 
disposed them against the idolatry and superstitions of the Romish Church.

Francis Seager, wlio tvith Robert Cron-ley was joint author of this little 
trcntiHO, was one of tlic contributors to tlie Mirror for Magielratet, for which 
he wrote the legend of Bicbard III., which Gret appeared in Baldwyn's 
edition of 1553. Ho also published " Gertaffnt P$almes (19) kIkI out of 
the Pealler of David, and draiven into Engliah Metre, with Notes to every 
Psalme in iiii Parts to synge by F. S,, London Piiuted by Wyllyam Seres, 
1553, em. 8va, and dedicated to Lordc Russell." At the end of this is a 
poem in the measure of Steniliold, entitled *' A Description of the Lyfe of 
Man, tiie Worlde, and Vanities thereof." The present work appears to 
have been first published from the press of WilUam Scree in 1557, 8yo — 
again in 1588 — and as appears from numerous entries in the Registere of 
the Stationers Company, frequently reprinted both before and oflcr the 
last-named date. It is erroneouely ascribed by Ant. Wood to Robert 
Crowley, who, however, bad nothing to do with tho former part containing 
TAf Schcole of Vetlut, which was written by Scager, and has bi» initials at 
the end. Crowley's portion consists of " Certaine Prayers and Graces 
newly added, to be nsed of Schollers, both before and ailer noone. Com- 
piled by R. C." Tho work is printed in bUdi IcKcr, but this edition is not 
eorlier tiion the reign of Cliarica I., who is especially mentioned in the lost 
poem of Scager's por^on, "The particular duties of all degrees." On a 
leaf preceding the title, which is also repeated at the end of the book, is a 
woodcut figure of a nobleman or gentleman, with furred cloak, and a mace 
in bis hand, standing by a pillar, with a full woodcut border round it filling 
the entire page. On the reverse of this, and facing the tille-page, is another 
small woodcut frontispiece emblematic of the Sebool of Vertue. At the 
back of tlie title are some lines, "The rrcaebere Counscll to Parents and 
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Masters," forming an anagram, " Robert Crowley," and below this another 
of Seager, " TLo outbora uame in verdict." The Sehoole of Vertue contains 
-various directions, in verse, on rising in the morning, at sehoole, at the table, 
at meat, in church, on being Bent on a message. See; with directions against 
gaming, envy, malice, swearing, filthy talkes, and lying; and on the fruits of 
Tertue, learning, charity, love, and patience, concluding with "The particular 
duties of all degrees." Crowlej'a portion consists, as before said, of " Cer- 
taine Prayers and Graces newly added, to bo used of Schollers, both before 
and after noonc.

dated "From Boteley in Chesshyre the 21 of A prill 1581." This is suc- 
ceeded by " The Names of ihc Tragedies of Seneca and by whom each of 
them was translated; Hercules Furens, Tliycstea, and Troas, by Jiwper 
Heywood ; CEdipus, by Alex. Nevile, 1560 ; Hippolytus, Medea, Agamem- 
non, and Hercules Octteus, by John StuJlev; Octavia, by T, Nuco; and 
Thelaia, by Thomas Newton." The latter here appeared in English for 
the first time, the others having been printed previously. For although no 
separate editions of the " Hippnlytus" and the "Hercules OetiEUs" are at 
present known, it is not improbable that they had been published before 
the date of the present work, although no copies have survived, as we find 
that Henry Denham had licence for printing the fourth Tragedy of Seneca, 
I.e., the *' Hippolitus," wliich nas afterwards assigned over by him, with 
c other works, to Rich. Jones and J. Charlewood in 1579. They are, 
for the most part, without the dedications and addresses which n 
fixed to the separate editions, having only the Arguments to each Tragedy, 
with the exception of the fifth, the " (Edipua," by Alex. Nevyle, which has 
a dedicatory Epistle to " Maistcr Doctor Wotton," and a Preface to the 
Reader; and the sixth, the "Troos," by Jasper Heywood, which baa an 
Address to the Reader. Doctor Wotton was one of tlie Queen's Privy 
Counsel, and Godfather to Nevyle, who was only in his sixteenth year 
when he translated this play in 1500, whidi was first printed in 1563 by 
Thomas Colwell, and which Warton says, " notwithstanding his youth, is by 
far the most spirited and elegant version in the whole collection," whilst 
Mr. Collier thinks hira a most unskilful versifier, and inferior to all his 
coadjutors. But Worton's opiuion will certainly obtain the greater number 
of suffrages.

This has been already i^uoted by Mr. Ellis in 
his Sjieeiment of the Early EmjUth Poets, vol. iij, p. 322, and is also given 
among the commenJatory ferses prefiied to the works of our immortal 
dmraatist. 

At the close of the epigrams is " The Socratick Session," with a new title- 
page, and a dedication in prose to his friend James Yate Esqnire. The 
volume concludes with " A Mausolean Monument, erected by a Sorrowfull 
Sonne oyer his Deceased Parents : With Three Pastorals," and the fragment 
of a fourth, "two of them alluding to some Late Proceedings between 
Parties," with another new title-page, and dedication to Christopher CInpham 
of Beamsley Esquire. In the third of tlicso pastorals, the author alludes in 
a pleasing manner to Spenser, Sir Philip Sidney, Drayton, Sir John Haring- 
ton, Daniel, Ben Jonson, Shakespeare, Beaumont and Fletcher, Sir John 
Suckling, and other writers of that day. 

In the Mu»t» Cahintt, by William Winstanley, l2mo, 1855, another vain 
and conceited writer, is the following complinnentary tribute :

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Sheppard lived in the troublous times oF Charles I., and was celebrated 
for hia loyalty. He was the son of a Dr. Hormaii Sheppard, a phyeician, 
who died July 12, 1839, at the advanced age of DO yeare, and of Petronello, 
bis n4fe, vvho died September 10, 1650, upon wliom he wrote funeral elegies. 
He is said by Oldys, in his manuscript notes on Langhaine, to have been 
imprisoned in Whittiagton Goal for writing a paper called "Mercurius 
Elenclicus," to which circumstance of his life two of the epigrams appear 
evidently to allude. Lib. 5, Epig. 25, " A Frohck to Capt. Baines, the Poet 
being Priaouer (for his Loyally) in VVIiitlington Gaole." And Lib. 6, Epig. 
16, "My Imprisonment in Whittington for writing Mercurius Elenctious." 
Sheppard wrote The Timet diaplayed in Six Seatt/adt, 4to, 164C, with a 
folding plate, which is quoted by Malone in his S/iakespeare, vol. s, p, 167, 
and of which there is a copy in the British Museum ; The Year of Juhilee, 
or EnglawTM Releattmenl, 4to, Lond, l(i 46 ; and The Loses of Atnandut 
BTtd Sop/ironia, 1650. Ho wbh also a dramatic writer, and published in 
two parts TAe Committee-man curried, a Comedy jjretented to the view of aii 
men. A Pie ditcovering the Corruption of Committee-men, and Exeite-men; 
the unjutt Sufferings of the Rogal Party, &c., &c., 4to, Lond., 1647, in 
which Langbaine accuses him of great plagiarism from Sir Johu Suckling 
and Sir Robert Stapleton's translation of the first and third satires of Juvenal, 
and not without good foundation, for the greatest part of his play is taken 
in the most barefaced manner from those works. He is supposed also to 
have written The Joeial Crew; or The DeoiU tum'd Ranter; being a Cha- 
racter oj the roaring Rantert of these Times, represented in a Come'lie, &c., 
4to, Lond., 1651, nnd published anonymously. 

Samuel Sheppard also wrote a long Poem entitled The Fairie King 
fashioning Love and Honor in on Heroieall Bdieonian Dresse, the manu- 
Bcript of which is iu Rawlinson's collection in the Bodleian Library, Osford. 
This work was written in imitation of Spenser's Faerie Queene, and the 
notice he gives of that poet is probably a better stanza thau any to be found 
in Itis printed works.

Beudea the poems them- 
selves, which are ful! of the most extravagant hyperbole and ridiculous con- 
ceit and obscurity, and a prose piece in the middle of the volume eilending 
to sixty-five pages, called "Ciipid made to see, and Love made Lovely," 
the introductory portion extends to thirty pages, comprising a ' " 
" To the Truly Noble Edward Trotter Esquire," an address to the Reader 
signed by himself, and commendatory verses by Jo. Cooke Gent. Aula Clar., 
and Richard Shipton. The dedication begins in the following alfected 
style : " Honoured Sir, I must confesse, a better Artist should have 
Bcanned tlie JaciAt- Ladder of your favours, — a more famous Archimedes 
have taught his star-gazeing eyes to feed on the Sunshine of your Cour- 
t«ues, for the meer folly of Presumption, degraded ibe Cream of the 
Creation from Commencing Nobles in that Cfflleatiall Athena; And the 
high Element of perfection, where your Highiiease sits Enshrined, Deitt/ \a 
& Pitch above the soragc of my scarce- Pen feathered Muse, to fly without 
the strong ambition of BagUt Wings, whose Quick-sighted eye, oo Comet- 
Ray can force to obliquity.

Poel., No. 730, from whence it was purchased in 
1815 for 10/., by Mr. Heber, and at his sale in 1834, pt. iv. No. 2368, it 
was again sold for 2l. 2e., and shortly afterwards carae into tbe hands of its 
present owner. Tho only other supposed copy known was sold at Mr. 
Hibbert's sale in 1823, No. 7404, for 21. 2(. Since then another copy has 
ocenrred for sale, which was in tho Strawberry Hill collection, No. 129 of 
tbe third day's sale.

Of this extremely rare poem we know of no other copy than the present, 
formerly in the Boxburghe and Jolloy collections, in which last, pt. iv. 
No. Sas, it sold for 14/. 1 4(., and one in the rich collection of early English 
poetry in t!ic Bodleian library. It is dedicated by the author, in Terae, " To 
the Bight Worshi|ifuII his most Jouing good friend Sir Henry Blomar of J 
Hatherup in the Connty of Glocester, Knight," two six-line stanzas, then % I 
single stanza

the Reader the Authors Resolution," both iu verse. In these he speaks of 
bis " infnnt musc,° and of this being his " first fruits," so that we moy e 
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elude tliey were written during his esrJy youth. Whether he Hbandoned 
these lighter pursuiu for the more grBve and severe study of the law, or 
wlielher he wrote any other poems, wc are unabic to say, but we are not 
aware of any other work of his being now extant. 

Tlte poem is written in the form of a satire, and treats of the vices and 
hypocrisy of men — of the toIuo of time and of its waste — the ahuse of 
our liberty and other subjects, and is not without merit. The lines are 
clear and forcible, and would almost seem to shew the pen of a practised 
writer. The following description of the joyous mouth of May is rather 
poetical, end will bear quotation :

The present very early metrical vereion of Solomon's Song is unnoticed 
by Amci, Herbert or Dibdin, and ia of sucli raiity, iliat we believe no other 
copy than the present is known. The title is followed by a short prose 
address of two pages to the Christian Reader by John Wharton, a pnritonica! 
schoolmaster and writer of poetry, who was the author of " Whartons 
Dreame ; conteyninge an Inuective against certaine abhominable Cater- 
pillars, as VBurers, extorcioners, leaa-mongera and such others, confounding 
their diuollysh sectes by the authoriiie of holy Scripture," 1578, 4to, Mai* 
Wtn. A ballad entitled " VVbartons Folhe," licensed July 26, 1570, and 
"Wartons Novell," licensed to Henry Kirckham, April 2t, 1577, were 
probably the production of the same writer. The address thus commences: 

Id perusing this littlo Toluiue intituled, A misticall deuiae, being requnted of my 
frend tlierunto, I did Ijnde lucli a picaaantncs tlierio, that mj hart rcioyced and 
gnue du sigoes nbat pleasure and delight wy miiide of it conceiued. For surely 
(gpnde Iteder) if thou couit to hoare anya olda babliw, na I may terme them, or 
■tala titlea of Chaussr, or lo iBamo howe Actaon cume b; hii horned head ? It thj 
mynde bs fixed to any each mctnmorpliocBU toyce, tliis books is not apt oar St for 
thy purpose. But if thou art contrary wise bent, to bears, or to read liolaome 
doOurocDtes, as it bcoomelh all ChristianB, then talia this aame: For thou shnlt fynde 
it sweeter, (as'the Prophet aayctb) then the honye or the honye combe. For Salomon 
had great delite m the inakiiigD of tbese, to reereat and reuyuo bis spirits, and called 
tliom by this name Cantieum Canlieonim, whjahe is to saye: ihe eoug of soogea. 

The " miaticail deuise " oociipies ten pages, and contains a metrical 
version of the Gfth and sixth chapters only of Solomon's SoDg, written in a 
feeble and prosaic manner. To this succeeds, in verse also, "A coppie of 
the Epistle that Jeremye sent unto the Jewes, which were led away 
Prisoners by the King of Biibilon, svlicrciu he ccrlifycth them of the thinges 
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Solomon written in the aixtecnth century, in the fourth volume of his Hitt. 
Eng. Poet; p. 141, 8vo edition. Mr. Park seems to have been the first 
person who noticed this poem from the present copy, which formerly 
belonged to him.

And llie only oilier imperfect 
copy known besides the present is [lie one in tlie Capel collection in Trinity 
College Library at Cainbridge, wliicb, like the one berore us, wants tlie 
title-page. An account of tbia most conceited, pedantic and wrcwbed 
producdon, was published in tbo European Mag. for June, 178H, p. 389, 
probably by Mr. Beloe, to whicli some additions were made in Norember 
of the same year, p, 384, by Sir William MusgraTC and the editor.

The melancholy life of Southwell adds a great interest to his works, and 
we never could read any of his pure and eloquent poems without feeling 
a deep concern for his cruel and unfortunate destiny. There is a charm 
and pathos in his elfusions which interest the mind in favour of the writer,, 
and transport the reader from the cares and vanities of the present world 
to the purer and more lasting joys of another and a belter scene. 

The neglect which hia writings have received since his death is <]uits 
UDBCcoun table, until the public attention was first revived towards them 
by Mr. Waldron some sixty years ago, who reprinted some portions of liia 
poems, and since then sueeessively by Park, Headley, Ellis, Haslewood, 
Sir Egerton Brydges, and others, who liave done much to rescue this 
excellent writer from the undeserved oblivion into which he had fallen. 

The principal poem of Si- Peter't ComplaiaC^ although probably written 
some years earlier, was not published till after bis death in 1595. The 
present is the tirst edition of this poem, which was several times reprinted. 
The title is within a neat woodcut border, with the printer's device in ths 
centre of the page, and the work commences with a prose epistle inscribed 
" The Aulhour to his louinge Cosen," in which he says, tliat he " has beere 
laid a few coarse threads together, to inuite some skilfullcr wits to goe for- 
ward in the same, or to begin some finer peece, wherein it may be scene 
how well verse and vcrtue sute together." This is followed by two poetical 
addresses, the first consisting of three, the second of four six-line stansu 
from "The Author to the Reader." T!ie poem of Si. Peter x Complaint ia 
in stanzas of six lines each, tLe favourite measure of the author, and extends 
to the thirty-fourth page. The remainder of the volume is filled willi 
several fhort poems, the titles of which have been correctly enumerated bj 
Mr. Haslewood in the second vol. of Cent. Liter., pp. 70-1, with the except 
tion of one on p. 51, which is omitted hj him, entitled " Losse in delaiet," 
but which is quoted by Mr. Markland, omitting only the fiflh and sixth 
stanzas, at the commencement of the same article in the Cent. Liter. 
Although portions of the poc^ms of this writer are now accessible to readers 
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in modem form, 1 am iuJuccd to quote a Tew stanzna from Si. Pettr't 
Complaint 06 Bpcciraens of Southwell's stylo and religious feryour, tlio 
snbjecC of the passage hcing from Si. Luke xxii, 61, on the look which our 
SaTiour gave to Peter on his denial of him.

present. These variations and different readings in the test are carefully 
marked in the present copy. The poem upon the Image of Deaih is inserted 
in Simon Wostell'f MicTobibiion, or the Bibles Epitome, 1620, 12niu, hut is 
so far superior to anything composed by that writer in his acknowledged 
works, that lie can have no claim to its authorihip, and there is no doubt it 
was written by Sonthweil, whose usual style it much more resembles.

The first edition of this tract, which is in prose, was published by the 
same printer in 1395, and was succeeded in the following year by the pre- 
sent, the contents being, in all respects, similar in both. It was composed 
by Southwell on the death of the Lady Margaret Sackvillo (daughter of 
ThoH. Howard, Duke of Norfolk, and Margaret, his second wife, daughter 
of Tbos., Lord Audlcy of Wolden) and wife of the Honhle. Robert Sack- 
ville, son and heir of Tlios., Lord Bnckhurst, whom he succeeded as Earl 
of Dorset in 1608. It has a metricol dedication lo the children of the 
above, "the Worshipfull M. Richard Sackaile, Edward Sackuile, Cicilie 
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Sacliuile, and Anne Sackuile, the lopefull issues of the honourable Gentle- 
man, Maister Robert Snckuile Esquire," written by John Trusseli, which is 
given at length by Mr. Haelcwood in hie account of Sauthn'cHH Works in 
tiio Cent. Liter., vol, ii, p. 74 ; and an acrostic on Rohert Southwell, and 
Bome lines "To the Keadcr," also by John Trussell, followed by a prose 
address Trom "The Authour to the BcBdcr." There is a tone of pious sad- 
ness, and of chaste and forvid eloquence, which runs throughout these 
Triumphs, deeply interesting to the reader; and the pure and beautiful 
manner in which the character of tlie deceased is drawn is a good exempli- 
fication of the powers which the author wielded both in verse and prose, 
and of the piety and excellence of his seutimculs. This work has been re- 
printed in the first volume of A re/iaica, which renders it unnecessary to give 
any extract from it here. At the end arc some Latin and English verses, 
the latter of which, for the sake of its historical notices, we tr&necribe at 
length.

After the piihlication of the (Bneit of Firffil, translated by the eoinhined 
efforts of Phacr and Tivyne, appeared the very extraordinary veruioD of the 
Rrst four hooks, by Richard Stanyhurst, in heroic verse, i.e., iuto Englist^ 
Hexameters, a metre of which Gabriel Harvt^y had liitd claim to be the 
inTentor, and which bnd also been used by Spenser, Sidney, Frauuce, him- 
self, and others. In his Foure Lelteri and Certaine Soneti, lo92, 4to, 
blxtfc Utter, Harrey observes, " If I neuer dcseruo any better remembrajice, 
let me be epilaphed tlie inventour of the Ergtisii hexameter, whome learned 
M. Staiiihurst imitated in his Virgill, and excellent Sir P. Sidney disdained 
not to follow in his Arcadia and elsewhere." The version of Stanyhurst is 
one of the most singular examples of this metrical character ; and did we 
UOt know from other sources that he was in reality a leamed and accom- 
plished man, and was highly esteemed for hia literary talents by his con- 
temporaricii, we might he disposed to imagine that he had intended to turn 
hii author into burlesque, and to exhibit his own foolish pedantry and 
conceit 

At the time this version was published, Stanyhurst, then a married man, 
was residing at Lcyden in Holland, having left England on account of his 
reIi<iion ; and it would appear from a manuscript note by Mr. Heber in the 
present copy, that a previous edition had been printed at Leyden the year 
before, of which, however, no copy is known, and that it was from this 
earlier pabUcation that Bynneman had reprinted the present edition. It is 
dedicated in a lengthy epistle to his " very loviiiig Brother the Lordc Baron 
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of Dunsanye," in wbieh he gives a compariaon between Pliaer'a translation 
and hie own ; and while he admits that the former " bath translated Vir^ 
into Englishe rythme with such surpassing escellcncic, as a very few (in his 
conceit) for pickte and loftie words can huurd liini, none ouergoe biro," yet 
lie is tatisfied with the superiority of Ijis own version, as being closer to the 
sense and menning of his author. Ani alluding to bis own labourv, be 
observes, "The three firste bookos 1 translated by aiarta, as niy leasure and 
pleasure would some me. In the fourth booke I did taskc myselfe, and 
pursued the matter somewhat hotely. M. Phaer tooke to the making of 
that booke fifteene dayes : I hudled Tp mine in ten. Wherein I couet no 
praise, but rather doe crane pardon.

Be continued lo reside abroad, and was engaged in controyersy on religious 
•ubjecl* with Archbishop Usher, whose mother was Stanyhorst's stater. 
He ptibliibed eereral other works, especially one on the BUtory of Ireland, 
besides this translation, and died at Brussels in 1618, in his seven ty-secood 
year. Stsnyhurat is prwscd by Camden for bis learning, nho styles him 
"Kruditiwdmus ille nobilis Bicb. Stanibarstus,' but was ridicaled for bis 
ffadanlry and conceit by Bishop Hall in his Satires, and by Pnttenham, 
Na*h, and other writers of that period.

It can hardly be thouglit surprbing that the estraonlinary fortunes and 
eveDtful life of CBrdinal Wolsey should liave formed the subject of a 
poetical legend, after the numerouH examples nlreody set forth of tlie riso 
and fall of grent pcrsona^'cs to the Mirror for MagiOralet, and odicr works 
of a similar description. Anal the present appears to have been fomied 
somewhat on a similar model, and to have been intended to record the facts 
of his life iu a simple and faithful manner without mncli emhelliahment. 
Bnt while it was ninch esteemed by some of our earlier writers on such 
subjects, and considered in those days as a work of great rarity, it is singular 
that it should never have bccD repricteil, till it obtained that distinction by 
Mr. Park in the Helieonia in 1815. It is true, as a uTitcr in the Retrotp. 
Review has remnrked, that " to write n life in verse, is merely to say that in 
rhyme, whicli had much hcttcj he said in prose." But although we do not 
gather much of novelty in this poetical life of the great Cardinal, yet what- 
ever is communicated, bears the stamp of truth, and may be relied upon for 
it* fidelity, most of the facts being derived from Cavendish's Life of WoUef, 
which we know was written, especially the lotter portion of it, from his own 
personal observation. The poem is written in an easy and flowing style of 
versification, and contains some passages of tolerable merit — the personifica- 
tion of Theology in the first part for instance, and the description of bis 
prosperous and triumphant state in tiie second, when he is uiado to compare 
himself with "Jerusalem, the pride of Palestine" — which othibit some 
power of imagination and poetical taste, and are not without interest to the 
reader. The work is preceded by a dedicatory sonnet "To the Worship full 
M. John Howson, Chaplaine to lier Maiestie," who was ofterwards succes- 
sively Bishop of Oxford and Durham, and died in 1631. This is followed 
by some verses in Latin by an anonymous writer, with the motto, " Ut nos 
nnda" inscribed "Ad Thomam Storerrum do sue Tho: Wolsceo Hcndeca- 
syllabi," and by others also in Latin, entitled " Prosopopceia Wolseii," by 
Edward Michelborne, who is mentioned by Wood as tho most noted Latin 
poet of his day in the university, and copios of whose encomiastic verses aro 
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And jet as though to roeompenee the fall 
Aad want of waLe«. that nerer were erect. 

See how the gryfatest Architect of al 
Beb'jili'?9 the same, ai^d in a deaiv refpfct, 
Uath plac't a recerect iteward. that doth call. 
The piLfu^l boilderv, and their worke direct : 

Bt whom true labon hare their doe regard. 

And well-deseruing letters findea reward.

The poem is written in seven-line stanzas, and is divided into three parts, 
tlie first giving an account of the rise of Wolsey, the second of his greatness, 
and tlie third of his fall, *'*' Wolseius aspirans triumphans, et Moriens"; the 
whole is written in the first person, as if spoken bj Wolsey himself, and 
commences as follows : 

Betweenc two Muses in the deepe of night, 

There sate a reuerend Father full of woe, 

Thej gaE*d on him, and from that dismall sight» 

A kind remorse was willing them to go, 

But cruell Fortune would not hare it so : 

Fortune that erst his pride had ouerthrowne, 
Would hauc her power by his misfortuue knowne. 

Wliero fruitfull Thames salutes the learned shoare, 
Was this graue Prelate and the Muses placed ; 
And by those wanes he builded had before 
A royall house with learned Muses graced, 
But by his death vnpcrfect and defaced :

To thee, first sister of the learned nine, 
Historians goddesso, Patronesse of Fame,

At the end of the poem, on the last page, a short list of Ermta is thus 
apoIogeticalJy introduced: "Reader: the BecSrum is kept euen in these 
Errata : there ia no rensoD that a Booke should be without fnultes, when 
the person of whom the booke intrenteth had so nmny in his life. But the 
Author could hnue wisht that tPo/ffy had corrected his errors while be 
lived, on that condition, that himselfc had committed none in the description 
of his life. If the reader find any more then are here set downe, let him 
remember that it is a matter ineuitable, tuIcbbo Nature had either placed 
our eyes behind vs, or the wallet of faults before vs.' 

The author of this poem was the son of John Storer, a citisen of London, 
and was elected student of Christ Church, Oiford,-in 1587, where he took 
hia degree of M.A. in 1501, "at which dme," says Ant. Wood, "he was 
had in great renown for his most excellent vein in poesy, not only expressed 
in TerseB printed in several books, made occasionally by members of the 
university, but for that writ in English verse entitled. The Lift and DtatA tf 
TAo. WoUey, Carilinal." Some extracts from this poem are coiitnined in 
England't Parnaaut (not England'^ Helicon according to Wood, and 
repeated by Mr. Park), and a copy of commendatory verses before 
Vaughan's Oolden Grove, 1600, 8vo. Storer died in London in November 
1604, and was buried in the church of St. Mic^haol's, Bassishaw, in the city. 
It has been conjectured by Malono that this poem might possibly have 
suggested to the mind of Shakespeare the subject of his play of Htnry Yltl. 
In the Mirrour/or Magittralet, 4to, there is a legend by Thos. Churchyard 
on the history of Wolsey, bis rise, pomp, and ftill. Consult also further 
BiM. Ang. Poet, p. 6Ca ; Relroip. Ree., vol, t, p. 275 ; Helieenia, vol. ii ; 
Drake's Life and Timet of Shaketpeare, vol. i, p. 703; and Wood's Alk.

Wartnn had never seen this separate edition of the Medea, and fancied, 
tiiat along with the Byp/n>litu» and Hereulet Oefeui by the SDTnc translator, 
it was first printed in Marsh's collected edition in 1581, in 4to. The 
present impression is dedicated by Studley " To the ryght honorable 
Framicis Lord Russell, Earle of Bedford, one of the Queenes Mnieaties 
priuie Counsell, Knight of the most honorable order of the Garter, Lord 
Gouernour of Barwickc, and Warden of the East Marches." This it 
followed by " The Preface to the Reader," in which he speaks of this as 
his "second attempte," the eighth tragedy, the Agamemnon, printed in the 
same year, having been his first, and mentions that he had altered the first 
chorus, " because in it he sawe nothyng but an heapc of prophano storyes, 
of prophniie Idoles." After the preface are some lines by 

W. F. in the Translaloura belmlfe," "The Argument to the Tragedie by 
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the Translatour," three seven-line stonsos, end " The Dames of the Spetker'a 1 
of thi» Tragedie.' 

Of the trftnslalor himself, who contributed the largest share in firat 
reodering the tragedies of Seoeca into our native tongue, having tranelotad 
four out of the ten, not much is known, beyond what be informs ua hinMelf, 
that he received his education as n scholar at Westminster school, and wa* 
afterwards of Trinity College, Cambridge ; that he is mentioned by AdI. 
Wood, as " a noted poet in Queen Elisabeth's time " ; and that according to 
the somewhat doubtful authority of Chetwood in his Britiih Theatre, ha 
aftomards went into Flanders, where ho held a. command under Prince 
Maurice, and was killed at tbe siege of Breda in 1587- From the various 
complimentary testimonies oifercd to him by his contemporaries, prefixed to 
tbe first edition of his translation of the Agamemnon, and from other scattered 
sources, ho appears to have been held in much esteem by them ; and his 
trausIatiouB from Seneca, considered as some of tlie earliest attempts that j 
were made in our language, are not without a certain degree of merit. 
addition to tlic plays of Seneca, Studley translated John Bale's ^'■pageont of I 
Popes, contanyningo tho lyues of all the Bishops of Rome, from the begin- 
ning of them, lo the yeare of Grace !555," &c., London, 137<, 4to, and 
wrote two copies of Latin verses on the death of Nicholas Carr, Greek I 
Professor at Cambridge, tvhicli were appended to Carr's Latin translation of \ 
the Oration) of Demo»thene>, printed by !1. Denham, 1571, 4to. 

A short quotation from the first chorus altered by tbe translator will bs I 
sufficient lo sliew that Studley performed his task with some ability. The ] 
speech thus eloquently described was that of false Jason :

A curious woodcut frontispiece adorns the title page of this rare tract, 
having on the left "Beggcrs Bush" with two of tho fraternity seated on tho 
groun J under it ; in the centre " A Maundering Begger " with a lahnl from 
his mouth " Bocgcrs all " ; and on the right the figure of " A gallant Begger." 
It is dedicated in the following highly humorous and characteristic manner 
to Archie, tho Court Jester of James I. " To the bright Eye-dazeling 
Mirrour of Mirth, Adelantado of Alacrity, the Pump of Pastime, Spout of 
Sport, and Regent of ridiculous Confabulations, Archibald Armtlrong, alias 
the Court ArcAy." In this dedication, which is wholly omitted in the folio 
edition of his collected works, the author thus refers to some of his former 
pieces : " I did once dedicate a Booke to your patronage of the supposed 
drowning of M. TAomai Coriat, and I did also dedicate three small Treatises 
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to ft Leaah of Koi&Iici ; ami beeaoae joa all fiiure mmke m well mmfieh'd 
MunmudL of Patrooa (fbr joa ail alike Terr illibenillT put joor hands in 
jfmr pocketi, and to make voor monies enen, gave me noching:} it makes 
me the holder ac this dme co come apon joa againe, noc doabdng bat joor 
boanty will reunite mj looe and poinea with as moch more.* Th» tract is 
m fenie, and is entirely filled with the pcaiaes of meruiirity, the fireedom and 
happinesa of which state is choa noc onpleasngi j descrihed :

it a concurrence deserring of the reader's notice.

The infrequency, however, of absolute invention, especially in matters of 
costume, and indeed of art generally, renders it more truthful in respect to 
those subjects than lo many others ; and they who pursue the history of 
dress and clothing for any lengthened period must inevitably be struck with 
the numerous imitations of older customs constantly revived aa new. The 
chatelain was worn centuries ago by our ancestors, and the work now under

Tbe description of Shrove Tuesday is highly amusing and ebnracterislic, 
"Alivays before Lent there comes waddling a fat grosse bursten-guttcd 
groome, called Shrove Tuesday, one ivhase manners shewo that liee is better 
fed tbau taught : and indeed hue is the onely monster fur feuding amongHt 
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til the dnyes of the yeere, for hee ilcuoureB more flesh in foarteene liourea, 
then this whole kingdome doth (or at the least should do) in eix weckes 
after : such hoyling and brovling, such roasting and toasting. Bucb stewing 
and brewing, such, baking, frying, mincing, cutting, carving, deuounng, and 
gorbellyed gunnondizing, that a man would thinke people did in two 
moncttis provision at once into their paunches, or that they did ballast their 
bellies with meats Tor a Toyage to Constantinople or the West Indies." 

In the course of the Darratire, the author thas alludes to the great dish of 
tlie day, and to the old custom of ringing the pan-cake hell: "All this 
burly burly is for no other purpose, hut to stop the mouth of this Land- 
whals Shrove Tuesday. At whose entrance in the morning, all the whole 
kingdome is in quiet, but by that time the cloclie strikes eleven, which (by 
the beipe of a knavish Sexton) is commonly before nine, then there is a 
Bell rung, call'd TAe Pancake Beli, the sound whereof makes thousands of 
people distrncccd, and forgetfull cyther of manners or humanitie : Then 
there is a tiling call'd wheaten flowrc, which the sulphory Necrotoanticke 
Cookes doe mingle with water, Egges, Spice, and other tragical!, magicall, 
inchantments, and then they put it by little anil little, into a Frying pan of 
boyling SneC, where it makes a confused dismal! hissing (like the Lcarncan 
Snakes in the Reeds of Acheron Stix, or Phlegeton) unlill at the last by the 
skill of the Cookes, it is transform'd into the forme of a Flap lack, which id 
oar translation is call'd a Pancake, which ominous incantation the ignorant 
people doe deuourc very greedily (having for the most part well di[icd be- 
fore) hut they haue no sooner swallowed that sweet candycd hoitc, but 
straight their wits forsake them, and they runne starke mad, assembling in 
routs and throngs numbcrlcsse of ungouemed numbers, with unciuill ciuill 



The whole pamphlet is full of Taylor's richest humour, though of rather 
a coarse kind, and is much more racy and entertaining ihan many of his 
later productions.

)n the title is a woodcut of " The Liar rsckt,' wlitch is thus described in 
the tract: "There was a great liigh thing raised to the height of twelve or 
fourteene jards, made of iron, wticrcon lie (the Liar) was sealed, with two 
great M'eights on hjs toes, and the like on bis hands, where he sate iu great 
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paine, if lie ehoald cliauco to ease bimselfe upwards, there were stjarpe 
nailes over his hcail which would prick him ; thus lie sntc, and thus he 
suffered, till thcv had xufiicicntly made a laughing stock of him : well when 
hi»e Lod suffered enough they let him downe." Taylor's nnuie does not 
appear on this tract, which is in prose, and cousiats of four leaves only, bat 
there is no dnuht it was one of the very numerous productions of his pen. 
It is satirical, and evidently alludes to some particular writer of that period. 
We quote one or two of the items, referring to Archhishop Laud, the Queen, 
Suckling, Davenarit, &c. 

Item, lie rolat^d unto tliem tbut the Biihop of Canterbury wbb little bcltur than 
B Papist, and that ho wan commilted for that otcsaion to the Tower, and that ha wu 
not like to bo freed from thence till he ramc nHlh his bccles forward. 

Item, bo reported that Q. M. wae to leave the fragrant Boile of Eoghuid, and go 
into Kalg. 

IlecD, he related that Sectlia, Daneaant, ood Fearcj/ wore occiued oi trajtors, 
and fearing to be haugod, flfd for it beyond tbe Sens, beoaneo they n'ould not be ehid. 

Item, bo told them that IFreur neat wai defiled, and that the JoBuita and Frien 
had almost wept their sjei out for hia fall. 

Item, all the BrowaiBte and Anahaptiats, and tbe like, of what age aoever, that 
shall come to be baptized, may have a, twenty sh ill in g piece luid on his forehead, 
as goone ae the Minister aliall bave signed him with the eigne of the Ct08»e. 

This tract is not ineluded in the list of Taylor's works, amounting to 
eighty-four, given by Mr. Park in the Cetis. Liter., vol. iii, p. 12, nor 
mentioned by Lowndes. It is of the greatest rarity, ond we do not find it 
in the collection of this writer's productions sold iu the Bibi. ffeberiana, 
in any other sale catalogue.

present day. " Amongst mutable and contentious spirits, Religion is niado 
a Hotchpotch, and as it were tost in n Blanqtiet, and too many places of 
England too much Amslerdamnified by soverall opinions. Religion ia now 
become the common discourse and Tabfe-talke in every Taverno and Ale- 
house, where a man shall hardly find five together in one rainde, and yet 
every one presumes he is in the right. The Booke of Common Proyer 
which was established by Act of Parliament by that good and godly King 
Edward the sixth, and after re-established by another Parliament, by that 
anparalel'd and peerlesse priucesse Queen Elisabeth, and continued since in 
the happy Raignes of tivo gracious Kings in the Church of England for the 
service of God these iiinetio yceres; yet one would have it to be cast out 
now, holding it a false worship; another is angry at the vestments and

A curious Bii<l grotesque woodcut adorns the title of this poetical trnct, in 
which every thing appears reversed, and contrary to the common order of 
things. In the centre is the fij^ro of a man with breeches, boots, and spurs 
on bis amiB, and gloves on his feet; and scattered in other parts, a horse 
driving a cart, a barrow wheeling a man, a mouse huntiug a cat, a bare run- 
ning afler a greyhound, lishcs flying in the air, and a church and a candle- 
stick turned up side down, all emblem ntical of the convulsed and distracted 
state of the times in church and state. These objects in (he woodcut are 
tboB described in the commencement of the tmct :

Each Eclogue is preceded by " The Argument," in verse ; but although 
called Eclogues, they contain but few descriptions of rural life, but are 
rather of a moral and didactic kind. We transcribe a few lines descriptiye 
of a bag-pipe blower, as a short specimen of Turbervile's translation : 

Then with a slaughtered Oxo two days 

we kept a solemne feast, 
And underneath a spreading tree 

the tables were addrest. 
JEnophilus was there on whom 

full fraught with Bacchus wares 
And making sporte, with willing eyes 

the whole assembly stares. 
With pipe was Tonius eke at hand, 

who after ineatc to showo 
His skill, the paynted bag-pipe caught 

and gan t heron to bio we.

This very curious and rare tolume well merits attention, not merely from 
its scarcity, which is extreme, but from its prose contents, its singular

Countrey) into your Moiestics Rcalme 
of Engtande (moste gracious Lady) as well for that I wuuld not bebolde the 
kbhominations of the Homyshe Antechrist, as to escape the handes of the 
btoud thirsty: In the meone space for the avoyding of idlenesae (the very 
mother and nourice of ail vices) I bane among other my treuayles bene 
occupied aboutc thys little Trcatyae, wherin is sette forth the vilenesac and 
basencsse of woridely things whiche commonly wiihdrowe vs from heauenly 
and spirltuall matters. To the ende that vnderstanding the vanitie and 
basencsse of the same, and therewitliell considcryng the miserable calamitiei 
that ensue therupon, wc might be moued the rather to forsake them, and 
gyue oure selues to the knowledge of heauenly and cternall things, whence 
all true happinesse and felicitie doth procede. And for as much ae the 
matter of itselfe is very good (dcseruyng in dede to be bandeled by men of 
farre better skil than I) I could not deuisc how any thing whatsoeucr, of 
lykenesse and couenience mighta more properly bee resembled one to the 
Other, than this boke for the aptnesse, and conaeiiiencie of the argument might 
be dedicated to your Maiestie, a most blessed and happie prince.

They are among tho 
earliest productions of Spenser's muse, and from the circumstance of his 
having been born in 1J50, and their being published in this work in 1589, 
the yesr in which he entered the university of Cambridge, must hate been 
written when he was not more than sixteen years of age. These are con- 
cluded by the following lines :

The soaneta arc fifteen in number, and are transktion* ftma the Visioiu 
of Bellay, a Frencli writer, wliouk Spcnier bos honoured by giTing to aotae 
or them an English dress. As these are eoine of the earliest specimeiu of 
blntik Terse in our language, we quote two of them as examples, wbieli wiO 
be found, for the period at which chey were written, to be sufiicieDtly nnocMli 
and harmonious. The following is a description of the Pbteniz:

The proie part of the volume, which is printed in htect letter, then begins, 
and is eutitled " A briefe Declaration of the Aulhour vpon his visions, Uke 
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ont of the holy scriptnres, and dvners OrRtora, Poetes, Philosophers, and 
true historieB. Translated out of French into Englishe by Theodore RoesL" 
This occupies the remainder of the work, the running title to which is " A 
Theatre to norldlings. ' This part coDEiats of 1 07 leaves, and »t the end ia 
the colophon, '• Imprinteii at Loudon by Henrie Bynneman dwelling in 
Knight-riders street, at the aigne of the Mannaid. Anno 1569. Cum Pri- 
vilej,-io ad imprimenduni solum.' On the last page is his derice, a neat 
wooJcul of a mermaid with looliing glans and comb, within an orai border, 
containing a niolto, " Omnia tempua habenL" At the top are the Stationers' 
Arms, supported by two angela, one holding a boot, with an anchor in the 
other bond, the other with a flaming heart and a pair of scales. At the 
bottom on each side are two Satyrs, and in tlie centre the printer's mark. 

The prose part of the Tolume is an account of the author's Tisions, or 
rather his interpretation of certain passages in the Apocalypse of St. John, 
as applied (o the errors and corruptions of the Romish Church, against which 
he is exceedingly bitter, and to the fall of Antichrist. The following is 
Vander Noodt's own account of the early part of the volume, containing the 
epigrams and sonnets, with their woodcut embellishments, as given by him 
on folio 13 of the TAeatre for Worldling*. " To sclte the vanitie and in- 
coDstancie of worldly and transitorie ihyngs the liueher before your eyes, I 
bane broughte in here twentie sightes or vysions, and caused them to be 
granen, to the ende al men may see that with their eyes, whiche I go ahoute 
to espresse by writing, to the delight and pleasure of the eye and cares, 
according unto the saying of Horace,

It Mema probable that Vander Noodt's knowledge of tlte Ka^A la^aaga 
was not Ter; profound, and that be was indebted liaeAj to others for traiu- 
lating the contents of tliis rolimie. We tee that tl>e |vo«t part ot hia work 
was translated oat of French into English bj Theodore Roeat ; and although 
Tander Noodt professes that be biauelT turned the Viaioas of Petnrch oat 
of the Brabant langoage into Eoglish in the Epigrams, and translated the 
Tisioos of Da Bellar "oot of Datch into EngliKb," in tfie Sonnets, it is 
more than probable that, as Mr. Collier remarks, " Spenser translated them 
for him, and Vander Noodt look the credit of it.' It is corioas that the 
translations from Petntrcb were nude bj Speaser (roin the French and not 
from the original Italian. And although in blank *ene here, they were 
afterwards altered by Lim into rhyme, preserrtng the same language as 
mach as he eoaid, when tfaer w«re repabHshed in the Toltnne of his smaUcr 
poems in 1591, 4to, and he there speaks of them in the title aa hariiig been 
"/ormtrlif fraiuialed' It should be observed also that foar «f the Viaians 
of Belby, which are in Spenser's Tolume of 1591, the 6th, 8th, IStb, and 
14tli are not in the Ti*atre/or WarlSingt, bat four others are iotrodnced 
in their place, with the following remarks from Vaoder Noodt, on the re- 
ftxit of fo!. 13. " And to (be ende we mjght speabe more at large of the 
thing, I bane taken foure visiopB oat of the reaelation of S. Joho, where aa 
the holy ghost by S. John wttetli him oat in his colours.' Spenser's fiiend, 
Gabriel Harrey, m one of lua letters to him, spe*ks of these VitiaDs aa hi* 
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Little Beems to be known of the author except that he was a native of 
Brabant, and had taken reftige in this eonntry on account of Lis religious 
opinionB, '■ to escape the haudea of the hloud thirsty." 

A French editioti of Vander Noodt's Theatre liad been published in the 
preceding year, 1568, at London, with tlie imprint of John Day, but more 
probably printed at Antwerp, with plates very spiritedly etched by Collaert. 
This edition is even of greater rarity than the present one in English, and is 
seldom met with. A copy sold in Mr. Bright'a sale, No. 5760, for 18/.

We have already observed in our remarks on two of EJward Gosynhyll's 
poeticall productions, that a long literary warfare was carried on in the six- 
teenth century, caused on the one side by satirical attacks ftgainst, and on 
ihe other by works written in defence of, the female character. The sub- 
ject is one naturally suggestive of situations in which much real humour 
may be introduced by able writers, and, considering the period at which this 
series of tracts was produced, it may be doubted whether they are equalled 
by any other satirical or humorous works of so early a date. Amongst other 
pieces called forth by this controversy, is the present extremely rare work 
by Robert Vsghone or Vaughan. It is a poem, written in alliterative verse, 
and is supposed to be an answer to the attack made upon the female sex in 
Tht Sa>U houst of women, the first edition of which was printed the year 
before, by Thomas Petyt, 1541, 4to. The title, in fiUdi letter, is over a 
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WTiow fantMjB with fajnjngo, is set for to mako 
Leat siaunder pcrchinniw, his eLarpo eoime out ehake 
To mone me maijoo, whicho onelj meiiDe rest 
Yonr Dame nuy cause, suche noyses Co oselaks

From theae lines in the Prologue, the editor of the fourth part of the cata- 
logue of the £{61. Htber. has been led to auppoae that the poem was not 
written by Vaiighan, but that " a friend put it into his band, and requeated 
him to get it printed, and to bear the brunt of criticism." It is most pro- 
bable, however, tbot this was only a modest plan of the writer to conceal 
hJ9 on-D responsibility, and that it was really compoaed by Vaughan himself. 
At the end of the Prologue arc four Btanzaa of six lines each, " Kobert 
Vaghane to the reader," after which the poem opens with the folllowing not 
inelegant description of s acene in winter:

■nd illnminated, and on the back, at the top and bottom of the page, and 
also at the top of the aeit, are some farther woodcut decoradons, containing, 
above the Mcred mono^m in the centre, and below, a figure of death 
seated on a throne. Each psge is also printed with a neat woodcut border, 
and DtuneroDS ornamental capitals, the whole, in this copj, being ooloored.

Then followa a poem in praise 
of the works of God, inscribed " I^adetur Dominoa in <etemiini,~ consisting 
of twenlj-eight six-line stanzas. And aftem-arda commences the first 
of the two sabjects mentioned in the title. " The Kight Way to HeaTeo,' 
which is in prose, and is divided into twclre short chapters, at the end of 
which is "A most godly nnd comfortable Praier, in lime of Adnersitie.' 
After this there sboald be a poem called " The IiomeDtation of the lost 
Sheep," seven seven-line stanxaa, with a woodcut, at the end, of our Saviour 
crowned with tboms, with the lost sheep on bis sboalders, two leare^ 
which, in tbe present copy, arc wanting. The second portion of the prose 
part of the work follows, entitled " An Exbortadon to continew a1! Subiects 
in their dew obedience, together with tbe ren-ard of a faithfn! snhiect to his 
Prince." This "Exhortacion" is addressed (1.) "To the Renerend Lo. 
Bishops and tbe Clei^e." (2.) " To ibe true Nobtlilie of this Realme." 
(3.) "To the Civile Maieatrotes, tbe Lord Moior and tbe Shrifes of London, 
and other inferiour officers.' And (4.) " To the true and fiwtbfull prinate 
aubiect." In this latter portion occors tbe following enlogy on the Lord 
Treaanrer Burghiey, the Earl of Nottingham, and Sir John Popbam, Lord 
Chief Justice, three distinguiahed cboraclers of Elisabeth's reign, which we 
quote as a specimen of the author's proso composition, and also the more 
willingly because, that in tbe second edition, printed in the sacceeding jeBr, 
this passage is altogether omitted. 

" 1 kno* m^ inoft looing countrymeii, tbat yoa iroll peroeine tbe Frincelj care of 
bir Unioilic townrda yoa liir louing lubioct*, and the honourable difpoeition and noble 
indiutrio ot hir vigilant DounselL Of which Hononrable socisty, Blthongh now 
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timdj deecued, I cannot but ooll to minde that Right Honorable and toost worthelj 
U> be« remembred, the lato Lord Bargley, and Lord Mffh TVeaiHrer of EHt/lanS. 
Wboae fame maj not be Benlcd rp with the leaden Im-nd of OhliHioK, who whilst he 
liuod (heWBd himsclfe one of the mOBt faitbrull, carcfidl, and wise cODUoillQura tliat 
soar liusd in any kingdome of Chrigtcadume. 

"He woa the Beacon that diiooured forreio niBllioa, and home-bred misi^htoff, the 
neaet fayling watch-tower of tbe common-weallh, the hart of lualiec, bearing ip Ibe 
b«ll>n*e of weightio causet with an euen band, and cutting downc with the sharp 
■word of preuoncion the cluldrcn of rabellion at home, and the enuious intencion of 
the Eaemie abroad. For cause* in uimiuan triall, I call beauen to witnei, I speoko 
but what 1 know, ai he wan ludicial, warj, and fireuspect, so wai he vpright, diacrnet. 
Hid pittifull, not leaning to an; aide either for (auour or gift, but with an ioipartiall 
ejo itiilging all ttunga according to the equitie of the eauae. Would man; briche* 
Uk* to that tree from whence it spnng miglit from that sloeke spread their vertiio, iu 
thia hir Maietfiea goidct) of happie gouemmeat. 

" In which ranke of trae nohilitio, diligent watchmen, and graae Councellerg, t 
mmj not omit that Right Honorable and milde condioioacd Lord, the Earlt of Kol- 
liiigham, wluuc true lojaltia to hir Maieslio, ncuer spotted with the least miitruBt, 
ma; keep euen wing with tiio reit of that Honorable aocietie, who«e true shew of a 
Tertaoui and noble minde. ii dail; made appamnt bj bis eiceeding bouiitio towards 
the poore and needle. The fruit whereof is Elentall saluadon. 

"And that Reoprent and carefall Gentleman Sir John Popham Knight, Lordehitfe 
lM»tice of Englattd, being another of the bodj of the Counaell, whose Honorable for- 
wardneue, with great dUcrcation batli ben often proued in your Mniesties serious 
aflatrea (as in calming the Eealnt nith quiet, that hath been heriofore tompestuousl; 
troubU-d with hlodj- murtherers and felonious robbers : but now, Ood bo tbnnked, by 
his diligent and wise gouemment well reformed, whoso exceeding loue to his Prince 
and couDtr;, hath ben oft«n made apparant bj his laborious indeauoun." 

The proBe portion of the volume concludes with a description of " WLat a 
faithful] eabiect is." Then occurs an acrostic on " Elizabetha Rcgino," and 
a poem in praise of llie same royal personage entitled " The Miracle of 
Nature," consisting of thirty-four eix-iino stanzas, whicli apparently was 
intended to conclude the volume, as tbe signatures end here. Next, how- 
ever, in addition follows, " A prayer for the proaperoua successe of hir 
Maiestiea forces in Ireland," signed R. V., on the reverse of wliicli is an 
ornamented page with figures at tbe sides, and in the centre a woodcut of 
St George and the Dragon with tlio motto, "Conculcabis Lconem et 
draconem. Psal. 90," and inscribed "St. George for England." Opposite to 
this are eight aiz-line stanzas in allusion to this cut, tbe last four of which 
commemorate tbe visit of the celebrated diaries Blount, Lord Mountjuy, in 
IreloDd) where be had been appointed Lord Depot; by Elizabeth, and his 
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hy a new dedicotion to Jataes I., which, from its containing a Thanksgiving 
for the delirerance of the kingdom from the Guupowder Plot, ho supposea 
to haTC been printed soon afler 1S05. Being without date, or prinler'B or 
bookseUer's name, it was probabljr privately printed by the author for pre- 
sents odIj ; and aa no other copy is known, it must be esteemed a great 
cariosity. 

The present copy was formerly in tho possession of Mr, Pork, who pur- 
chased it from Mr. Paj'ne while his catalogue was printing in ISOl, In 
Samuel H. Ireland's CtmfeMtont is the following passage : " Having one 
day purchased a thin quarto tract of the time of Elizabeth, iUuminaled and 
bound in vellum, &c., I determined on trying an experiment with it, and for 
the purpose wrote a letter, in imitation of the hand of that period, as from 
the author of the book, making it the prescntatiou copy from himself to the 
Queen. 1 Hrote this Epistle with common ink, weakened with water, but 
found its oppcarance too modem : no tivith standing I determined on shewing 
it to my father, who thoaght it genuine. This and the Book I exchanged 
with him for some; other tract. It was the first thing of the kind I ever 
attempted ; but after I had wrote a great quantity of tlio Shakespeare MSS. 
I thought my first attempt so badly executed, that I agalu got it from my 
father, and destroyed it, fearing a discovery." 

Mr. Park seemed to thtuk that this tract was the present copy of Vennard; 
and judging from the above description of Ireland, and from the circamstanco 
of the hook having lost its fly-leaf, we think it very probable. 

Prom Mr. Park's hands, it passed into the collection described in the Sibl. 
Anff. Poet., No. T74, and is there marked at 7'< "it- It was afterwards in 
Mr. Midgley's possession, and at his sale by Saunders in 161S, No. 75fi, was 
bought by Mr. Heber for 2/. S»., from whose library, pt. iv, No. 2838, it was 
obtdned by its present owner.

*^the contents of the Booke"^ concludes the prefiLtorr matter. **• The high 
waj to Heauen * then follows^ an exact reprint of the former edition — in 
fiMt, the same — from whence it wuuld appear that the work not selling, 
Tennard had added at each end some additional poems suggested by passing 
eTents^ At the end of this is ^ The Lamentation of the lost Sheep *— seren 
stanias with the woodcut of our Saiiour bearing the lost sheep on his 
shoulders. After this is ** The reward of a &ichfull subiect,* as before, with 
the exception of the omission of the characters giTen in the first edition. 
At the 'dose of the prose part of the Tolume, which, as we hare shewn, 
contains some omissions and Tarations; are some pieces of poetry not in the 
former edition. The first is entitled *^ The discription of Lojaltie,* consisting 
of six six-line stansass which appear xerr superior to some of the other 
poems by Yennard, and are so full of beautiful and poetical images, that we 
quote them at length :

•dome the preciom boAxne of the Skre : 
Where heaaenly peace abendoiu breaking larsi 

and mil the Consort that is tan*d on high

After these lines occur ^' The Authors true commendation of the yertuous 
and honorable Ladies Anne, Countesse of Warwick, and Margaret, Countesse 
of Cumberland, two of the noble affected daughters of the late Right 
Honorable Francis, called the good Earle of Bedford," — six stanzas. Then 
one more leaf containing an acrostic addressed to ^^ Edward Coke" (the 
celebrated lawyer), with two quatrains underneath ; and another acrostic on 
^' Elizabetha Regina," but different from that in the former edition, with a 
Latin couplet under, 

Gloria, Pax, Opes, flouscunt te Dominante 
Vivas O Superis, ter quoque chara Viris. 
concludes the volume.

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Little is koown of Vconard beyond bis being, as 1: 
LiDcoIiis Inn, and, tberefore, in ihe profession of tbe law 
however, to suppose, that lie was the author of b play or ibeatrical entertain- 
ment called England'! Joy, pleyed at tlio Swan Tbeatre tlie 6 November 
160:2, a printed broadside of which, in tlic possession of the Society of 
Antiquaries, has preserved the plot, " It was," says Mr. Collier, to whoso 
able researches we are indebted for this information, "an allegorical ex- 
hibition of some of the principal events of the reign of Elizabeth, who was 
personated under the character ofEnylands Joy"; and the broadside would 
seem to have been intended to make tlie matter more intelligible to the 
audience as the dnmh-shcw (accompanied perhaps by a dialogue, or vivi 
voce cxplanatjons) proceeded." Vennard is mentioned as the author of it 
in the following lines, in a scarce little tract called King Jamet hit entertain- 
ment at Theobalds, Stc, by John Sai-ile, 1G03, 4to. 
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And joo compild theoi : thoa wore you regarded 

And for KDotbers wit nss well revrardcd. 

All thin a true, tLod this I dara xna^nta!ue 

Tha matter caiuc from out a leumeil braino: 

And poore old Veanor, that plnino dealing mail, 

Who acted England! loy ttret nt the Swsd, 

Paid eight crowncs for the writiog of these things, 

Beaides the couera and the lilkon etrings : 

Which money baoke he neuer jot raoeiu'd, 

So the doeciuer is by thee deceiu'd. 
Prom these lines it wouM appear tlint Vcnnard was living in 1614, prob- 
ably in poTerty, when Taylor wrote this paraplilet ; that he had taken some 
part on the stage in his own play of England'e Joy when acted at the Swan 
Theatre; nnd that Fennor bad appropriated to himself some production of 
Vennanl'a, for the proper transcribing of which, to present to noblemen and 
others, he had paid eight crowns, which was never repaid by Fennor. Care 
should be taken not to confound this William Fennor, or Vcnnor as he is 
Bomelimes called, with Richard Vennard, which secras to have been done 
by Mr. Collier in his Hut. Dram. Poet., vol. lii, p. 321, in attributing this 
piece of Englands Joy to William Fennor, though he afterwards corrects 
himself at p. 406; nnd by Mr. Gilford in bis Edit, of Ben Joniont Worke. 
Of this melo-draraatic pageant of England'* Joy, which was so popuJor in 
1603, and which represented in dumb shew the principal political events in 
the reign of Queen Eliznbetli, concluding with Lcr apotheosis in great state, 
in which, " being crowned with the Sun, Moon, and Stars, she is taken up 
into Heoven," the plot, originally printed, as we have mentioned, on a broad- 
iide, has been reprinted in the Harl. Mticeli., vol. i, p. 108. It is alluded 
to by Ben Jonson in his Masque of Zove Restored, 1610-11, in the following

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u Loudon, wberc lie married, and Bhortly after died, leaving on only son. 
Till* ton, wliD vtaa a cooper by trade, was tbe father of our present antbor, 
wbo wu born in Loiulon, and r«cciTed bis educaiioa at Oxford, but left that 
nni*enity without takin;; a degree, on account of hig change of religion from 
Iho Proteitant to the Roman Catholic faith. He ia better known as tbe 
learned autbor of 7"^ Remlitutian of decayed luleliigenee in AntiguitUt, &c.^ 
1605, ito, a work still deserredly held in much esteem, and of soverni 
other publications chiefly printed in Antwerp, to which city he bad retired, 
and there, aooordlng to Wood, *'exerci«il the trade of a printer." Ho was 
in cloM oonnoction with tbe JeHuits, writing much in tbcir favour, and was 
well skilled in drawing and pointing, which enabled him to illustrate bis 
mimeroiis publicalioos by the productions of his own pencil. Ho continued 
to rcsiJo at Antwerp during tlie first quarter of the seventeenth century, and 
dioJ there, hut the ezuct date of bia dcD 
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The present appears to be his only poetical work, and like the others, was 
printed abroad, without doubt at Antwerp, and probably at his own press. 
The title, which has the Jesuits' mark engraved on it, is without any place 
or printer's name, and is followed by a prose dedication ^^ To the vcrtuous 
Ladies and Gentlewomen Readers of these Ditties,*' concluding thus : 

The yaine conceits of loues delight 

I leaoe to Quids arte, 

Of warres and bloody broyles to wryte 

Ib fit for Virgils parte. 

Of tragedies in doleful tales 
Lot Sophocles entreat : 
And how ynstable fortune failes 
Al Poets do repeat. 

But Tnto our eternal king 
My Terse and TOjee I frame 
And of his saintes I meane to sing 
Li them to praise his name.

The prose compositions of Verstegan are much superior to his poetry, and 

the ferrour of his religious zeal more deserving of commendation than his 

verse, so that we shall scarcely be tempted to quote any of his ^' Odes in 

imitation of the Seauen Penitential Psalmes." To these succeed '' Extracts 

of the Sibyllaes Prophesies of Christe." " The Fifteen Mysteries of the 

Rosarie of our Blessed Lady. Whereof the first fyue are ioyful. The 

second sorowful. And the third glorious." " Ave Maria." " Epithetes of 

our Blessed Lady." And "Our Blessed Ladies Lullaby." We find in 

reference to this latter title in " Deuices of sundry Gentlemen," at the end 

of Gascoigne's Poems, 1572, 4to, is Gascoignea Lullabib ; and in his Posies, 

1575, 4to, on p. viii of the "Flowers," is The Lullabib of a Louer; and in 

Lodge's Poems, 1610, 4to, is Beauties Lullabib. In Forrest's Poems \HarL 

MSS.y 1703], some of which are dated in 1581, the title to one of them 

begins : 

All this night longe : cuer amongo 

A Tojce, eare yt wore daye 

I harde that ronge : and thus it songe 

Lullaby bye ; luUay " 

which forms the burthen of each stanza. And Ritson, in his Ancient Songs^ 
p. 198, has printed The Mothers Lullaby from a MS. of the time of 
James I. in Bibl. Sloan^ 1708. See also Byrd's Psalmes^ &c., 1588, 4to, 
No. xxxii. Perhaps the most curious poem in the volume is one containing

The poem tbus continues through seventy-fivo slauaaa, forming a sort of 
bead roll of all the rca! and imaginnrjr martyrs with u'bich tho sncient faith 
abounded. The design of another poem, called "St. Peter's Comfort," may 
hare been taken from Southwell's poem of "St. Peter's Complaint," which 
was lirst published about sis years before, in 1692, and was then highly 
popular, and which, from congeniality of feeling in religious subjects, was 
no doubt familiar to Verategan. The general idea of the sonnets called 
"Visions of the worlds inslabiilitie" was probably taken from Petrarch and 
Bellay, and had been gi^en to the world many years before by Vander Noodt 
in his Theatre for volupluout WorldUitgt, 1560, 8vo, and in Spenser's Com- 
jilainti, 159J, 4to. There is o short notice of the present work by Mr. 
Park in the Cem. Liter., vol. ii, p, 16.3; and the reader may also consult 
further tlio Biogr. Brilann. ; Wood's AlA Oxon., vol. ii, p. 332, who calls 
tho author Verstegau or Roielandt; Oldys's Brii. Libr., p. 209; and the 
BAl. Ang. Poel., No. 776. It is a volume of great rarity, and with the 
exception of one fonneilj ia the collection of Mr. Lloyd, which he had ob- 
tained from the select library of Mr. Southgatc, and which was sold to Mr. 
Heber, No. 1 187, for 20/. 10«.,' nnd on the dispersion of that gentJemao's 
hbrary, pt. iv. No 2735, was purciiosed by Mr. Miller for 61. 16*. erf., one 
ia the Bodleian library at Oxford, aud the present one lately discovered, no 
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other perfect copy is known. The one in the BihL Ang. Poft^ No. 776, 
priced 12/. 12#^ which had formerly belonged to Dr. Farmer and Mr. Park, 
and •nhseqaentlj to Mr. Briiht, No. 5809, waa imperfect, harin^ the title 
and two other leaTea supplied by mano^ript.

]ys. The contents of the tract are, on Sig. A ii, ^^ Verses of Praise and loy. 
Written upon her Maiestie, after the apprehension and execution of Babing- 
ton, Tychbome, Salisbune, and the rest," 20 lines; ^^Tychbomes Elegie, 
written with his owne hand in the Tower before his execution," three six- 
line Terses; ^ Hendecasyllabon T. K. in Cygneam Cantionem Chidiochi 
Tychbome," three similar verses ; ^* In nefariam Babingtoni coeterorumque 
coniurationem, Hexasticon " ; ^^ The same in Englishe * ; ^^ Ad Serenissimam 
Reginam Elizabetham, Apostrophe " ; '^ The same in Englishe."

On the right arc the bishops sheltering thcm- 
BclvcB under the falling church, inscribed, "They are as the sluble before tbe 
winde, and as the chalTe which y' storroe carrielh away." Job 21. i9d 
Beneath ore three figures with petitions, and these two Latin verses; ^B 
Kitimnr in Velitam tei quo rapit impetus aurcB ^| 

ToUimur h«ud vellent niti fngimaeq: rolroraum. " 

On the reverse of the title is a short dedication in prose " To his worthy 
and much esteemed good Friends, Mr, John Millington, Mr. Peter Goodwin, 
and Mr. Samuel Clark," in which he begs them " to shew bis Infant Mm 
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tbfti fiiToar, as to read over these few of her childish expressions (she heing 
yet in the lowest form) and to speak mildly of them ; that so she may with 
the more celerity, march to the head of this Ages Hellicon : Which when 
she shall once attain, she shall never care for the hardest sensnre, that any 
of Zojfiui Faction can passe upon her." The author was a violent Round- 
head, and 18 extremely severe against the unfortunate cavaliers of Charles I., 
IB the following lines will shew : 

"Sow you whose forward spirits Countreymen 
Affect the justnesse of our cause, yet when 
Yoa heare that odious name of Cavalier 
Opposing yoa ; that mases you with feare ; 
That traytrous, bloudy, branded name, casts downe 
Your drooping spirits equall to the ground ; 
80 that for feare of such an impious crew, 
Y* had rather (slave like) part from all your dues 
And priviledge, then seeke how to obtaine 
Your Freedomes, Lawes, and Liberties againe. 
Y' had rather loose all that you doe possesse 
Then take up lawfull Armes to seeke redresse. 

How plainly doe such Cowards shew to be 
GKven up to base pusiUanimitie : 
Boome then to be afraid of such a name 
Which unto them is but a brand of shame 
And not of honour : Can a worthlesse name

Thinke you, shall arrogated Titles make

Can painted shewes, true substances exceed ?

Y* are all deoeiy'd ! the yaliant man is, that 
Hath fewest sinnes to bo affrighted at ; 
True Souldiers will ne're use yiolence, 
Nor fight but to secure their conscience ; 
They are no prophane swearers, nor will curse 
Or ban, when things are bad, to make tliem worse : 
Nor will they cry, God damne them, or them siuke 
Nor over-charge themselves with too much drinke. 

It appears from the following passage that the author was a native of 
Tewkesbury in Gloucestershire. 
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A ihouBand pound (which are abore my spheare) 
rde hazsard all to free the State from feare. 

One more quotation, and we end : 

As for the carriage of the Cayaliers, 
Their tyranny and wickednesse appears 
So grosse, and palpable, that it will be 
But needlesse labour, and time lost for mo 
Their rude and barbarous actions to repeat ; 
Their robberies and murthers are so great 
In YorkshirBf Lesterthire^ at Coventry : 
NorthamptontMr€y Bath, Portsmouth, Banhuty, 
And superstitious Oxford^ that was glad 
At their first entrance ; but are since grown sad 
To see their rude behaviour, and what preys 
They make of all things that fall in their wayes.

THE Snt of the PublicatioDs for the year 1876-9, &nd the lOoth in the 
series of the works of the Chetham Society, is tlio ffittory of the 
ParitA of Gartlany, in lie courtly of Lancaifer, by Lieut-Col. Fishwick, 
F.S.A., Port 2, Part 1 having b«)n issued na the third volume for the 
ye«r 1877-8, instead of tlie Invertloriet of Church Goodi, laien in 1553, 
edited by J> B. Bailbv, Esq., F.S.A., Part 1, which was postponed to the 
(aliowiag year. 

Tb« History of Garstang follows, in nBtural sequence, that of Kirkham, 
nd may be styled another chapter in the History of Amoundemess. It is 
compiled on the same plan as that valuable tvorlc, and the editor has lefl no 
kviilable source of information unconsultcd or unreferrcd to which could 
l«Dd (o render the history more complete. The result has been, to throw 
much additional light on a parochial district of Lancashire which stood 
greatly in want of an historian. Dr. T. D. Whitaker's account of it in his 
Hittory of Riekmondthire being very scanty, and Baines's, in his Lancathire, 
being full of errors and imperfections, which greater care and a wider range 
of investigation might liave prevented. There are many circumBtances 
wbicb contribute to render the annals of Garatang interesting. Amongst
